SARAH  HARPER 

AND 

HER  DESCENDENTS— THE  TERRYS 


Sarah  Harper  was  the  fourth  child,  third  daughter,  of 
Gabriel  Smithers  Harper  and  Sarah  Thornton  Anderson.  She 
was  born  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  on  5  September 
1832  and  died  there  on  23  May  1856.  She  married  on  10 
November  1852  Dr.  Nathaniel  James  Terry.  They  had  one 
child,  a  son,  James  Nathaniel  Terry,  who  was  born  in  Prince 
Edward  County  on  24  February  1854.  It  is  in  memory  of 
James  Nathaniel  Terry’s  oldest  child,  Elizabeth  Sydnor  Terry, 
Sarah  Harper’s  oldest  grandchild,  and  for  his  other  children, 
grandchildren  and  great  grandchildren,  that  this  history  is 
being  prepared. 

After  the  death  of  Sarah  Harper  Dr.  Nathaniel  James 
Terry  married  a  second  time  and  had  a  large  family,  members 
and  descendents  of  which  have  been  and  are  prominent  in 
Virginia  in  the  professions,  business,  and  agriculture. 

Sarah  Harper — and  the  Terrys — have  a  distinguished 
Colonial  as  well  as  a  Royal  Ancestry  and  before  beginning 
to  trace  their  pedigree,  there  will  be  mentioned  several  of  their 
Colonial  ancestors  wdth  a  brief  statement  of  the  service  or 
services  they  rendered  to  the  Colony  of  Virginia. 

(1)  Colonel  George  Reade,  son  of  Robert  Reade  of 
Faccombe  and  Linkenholt,  co.  Southampton,  England,  came 
to  Virginia  in  1637.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  Colony  in  1637, 
acting  Governor  in  1638-39,  member  of  the  House  of  Bur¬ 
gesses  from  1649  to  1656,  and  member  of  the  King’s  Council 
from  1657  to  his  death  in  1671. 

(2)  Nicholas  Martian  (Martiau)  wTas  born  in  France, 
became  a  naturalized  citizen  of  England  and  came  to  Virginia 
in  1620.  He  landed  at  what  is  now  Yorktown  and  died  there 
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in  1657.  He  was  Captain  in  the  Indian  uprisings,  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Burgesses  from  time  to  time,  and  Justice  of 
the  County  of  York.  His  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Col. 
George  Reade. 

(3)  Speaker  Augustine  Warner,  son  of  Col.  Augustine 
Warner,  Sr.,  who  came  to  Virginia  before  1630,  was  born  3 
June  1642,  was  sent  to  England  to  be  educated,  as  was  the 
custom  among  the  wealthy,  matriculated  at  Merchant  Taylor 
School  and  later  at  Cambridge.  After  the  completion  of  his 
education  he  returned  to  Virginia,  where  he  married  Mildred 
Reade,  daughter  of  Col.  George  Reade  and  Elizabeth  Martian. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses,  Speaker  of  the 
House  and  a  member  of  the  King’s  Council  under  Sir  William 
Berkeley. 

Speaker  Augustine  Warner  and  Mildred  Reade  had  three 
daughters:  (1)  Mildred,  who  married  Lawrence  Washington, 
and  was  the  grandmother  of  George  Washington;  (2)  Eliza¬ 
beth,  who  married  Councilor  John  Lewis  and  was  the  ances¬ 
tress  of  Sarah  Harper  and  the  Terrys;  (3)  Mary,  who 
married  John  Smith  of  Purton,  Gloucester  County,  and  was 
the  ancestress  of  Her  Majesty,  The  Queen  Mother,  and  Her 
Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  11. 

(4)  Councilor  John  Lewis,  the  son  of  Major  John  Lewis 
and  Isabella  Warner,  (Isabella  was  a  sister  of  Speaker 
Warner)  and  grandson  of  General .  Robert  Lewis,  the  Emi¬ 
grant,  was  born  in  Virginia  30  November  1669  and  died  14 
November  1725.  He  married  his  first  cousin,  Elizabeth 
Warner,  daughter  of  Speaker  Augustine  Warner  and  Mildred 
Reade.  He  was  a  member  of  the  King's  Council,  hence  known 
as  Councilor  John  Lewis  to  distinguish  him  from  his  father 
Major  John  Lewis. 

(5)  Col.  Robert  Lewis  of  “Belvoir,”  the  youngest  son  of 
Councilor  John  Lewis  and  Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  at 
“Warner  Hall,”  Gloucester  County,  in  1702  (the  exact  date 
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of  his  birth  is  not  known  but  he  was  baptized  4  May  1702) 
and  died  in  1765.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Bur¬ 
gesses  from  1744  to  1746  and  was  County  Lieutenant  for 
Louisa  County.  He  married  Jane  Meriwether,  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Meriwether  and  Elizabeth  Crawford. 

(6)  Nicholas  Meriwether  was  born  in  Surry  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia  26  October  1667  and  died  in  Albemarle  County  in  1744. 
He  married  Elizabeth  Crawford,  daughter  of  David  Craw¬ 
ford  of  New  Kent.  He  was  Major  of  New  Kent  troops,  from 
1703,  Colonel  of  New  Kent  troops  from  1707  to  1733; 
Burgess  from  Hanover,  which  was  formed  from  New  Kent. 

(7)  Col.  Francis  Thornton  was  born  4  January  1682;  the 
date  of  his  death  is  not  known.  He  married  Mary  Taliaferro, 
daughter  of  John  Taliaferro  and  Sarah  Smith.  (Sarah  Smith 
was  the  daughter  of  Major  Lawrence  Smith.)  Elizabeth 
Thornton,  daughter  of  Col.  Frances  Thornton  and  Mary 
Taliaferro,  married  Thomas  Meriwether  and  their  daughter, 
Lucy  Meriweather,  married  William  Lewis  of  Locust  Hill. 
Col.  Francis  Thornton  was  Burgess  from  Spottsylvania  from 
1723  to  1726. 

(8)  John  Taliaferro  was  born  in  Virginia,  date  unknown, 

and  spent  his  entire  life  there;  he  died  in  1720.  He  married 
Sarah  Smith,  daughter  of  Major  Lawrence  Smith  and  his 
wife,  Mary - .  Their  daughter,  Mary  Taliaferro,  mar¬ 

ried  Col.  Francis  Thornton  and  their  daughter,  Elizabeth 
Thornton,  married  Thomas  Meriwether.  John  Taliaferro 
was  a  Lieutenant  commanding  a  company  of  Rangers  against 
the  Indians.  He  wras  Justice  of  Sussex  from  1692  to  1695. 

(9)  Major  Lawrence  Smith  was  born  in  England  and  came 
to  Virginia  during  the  first  half  of  the  seventeenth  century;  he 
died  in  Virginia  in  1700.  His  second  daughter,  Sarah  Smith, 
married  Col.  John  Taliaferro.  In  1673  he  commanded  all  the 
forts  along  the  Rappahannock  and  Potomac  Rivers  against 
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the  Indians.  He  was  recommended,  by  the  Governor,  to  sit  on 
the  King’s  Council,  but  died  before  his  seating  became  effective. 

In  the  foregoing  have  been  listed  some  of  the  distinguished 
Colonial  ancestors,  with  a  brief  statement  of  their  services  to 
the  Colony  of  Virginia.  All  served  with  distinction  and  left 
their  mark  on  the  pages  of  Colonial  History. 

This  is  a  heritage  of  which  anyone  may  be  proud. 

At  this  point  it  is  proper  to  go  back  three  centuries  before 
Virginia  Colonial  days  and  start  the  history  of  the  descent  of 
Sarah  Harper  and  the  Terrys  with  King  Edward  III  who 
was  the  second  from  the  last  of  the  Plantaganets  to  sit  on  the 
English  Throne.  He  was  succeeded,  in  1377,  by  his  grandson, 
Richard  II,  son  of  the  Black  Prince.  Richard  II  "was  deposed 
in  1399  and  succeeded  by  the  first  of  the  Lancasters,  Henry  IV, 
son  of  John  of  Gaunt  and  Ka-therine-SwynfoR.1,  and  grandson 
of  Edward  III.  J 

Edward  III  was  born  at  Windsor  on  13  November  1312 
and  was  crowned  at  Westminister  Abbey  on  1  February  1327/ 
28.  He  died  at  Richmond,  co.  Surrey  on  21  June  1377,  at 
the  age  of  65,  after  a  reign  of  fifty  years,  and  was  buried 
in  Westminster  Abbey.  He  married  Phillipa,  daughter  of 
William,  Count  of  Holland  and  Hainault,  at  York  on  24 
January  1327/28.  Phillipa  died  on  15  August  1369  and  was 
buried  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

About  1348  Edward  III  established  The  Most  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter.  It  is  said  that  Joan,  Countess  of  Salis¬ 
bury,  at  a  Court  Ball  accidentally  slipped  her  garter  and,  to 
divert  attention  from  her  and  to  save  her  embarrassment, 
Edward  picked  up  the  garter  and  bound  it  around  his  own 
knee,  saying:  Honi  soit  qui  mal  y  pense.  (Evil  be  to  him  who 
evil  thinks.)  Thus  was  instituted  The  Most  Noble  Order  of 
the  Garter,  the  highest  Order  of  Knighthood  in  Great  Britain 
and  in  the  world.  It  was  bestowed  on  royalty  only,  except 
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by  special  dispensation  of  the  sovereign,  and  until  1912  when 
Sir  Edward  Grey  riater  Viscount  Grey)  was  knighted,  no 
commoner  had  been  admitted  to  the  Order  for  several  cen¬ 
turies.  Sir  Winston  Churchill  is  one  of  the  recent  commoners 
who  is  privileged  to  put  K.G.  after  his  name. 

Lionel  of  Antwerp,  Duke  of  Clarence.  Knight  of  the 
Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter,  the  third  surviving  son  of 
Edward  III  and  Phillipa  of  Hainault,  was  bom  at  Antwerp 
on  29  November  1338  and  died  at  Alba  in  Piedmont  on  17 
October  136S.  He  mzrntd  Elizabeth  at  Burg,  the  only  child 
and  heir  of  William  de  Burg,  Earl  of  Ulster,  in  1352.  She 
died  in  1363. 

Phillipa,  only  child  and  heir  of  Lionel  of  Antwerp  and 
Elizabeth  de  Burg,  was  born  in  August  1355,  baptized  at 
Eltham,  co.  Kent  and  died  before  her  husband.  She  married, 
in  1368,  Edmund  Mortimer,  Eat.  of  March.  Earl  Marshal 
of  England.  He  died  at  Cork  on  2”  December  13 SI. 

Elizabeth  Mortimer,  oldest  daughter  of  Edmund  Morti¬ 
mer  and  Phillipa.  was  bom  a:  Usk.  co.  Monmouth,  on  12 
February  1371  2  and  died  on  20  August  1417.  She  married 
Henry  Percy.  *  Hotspur,  commonly  called  Lord  Percy.  Knight 
of  the  Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter.  He  was  slain  at  the 
Battle  of  Shrewsbury  on  22  July  1-03. 

Henry  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland.  Lord  High  Con¬ 
stable  of  England.  Knight  of  the  Garter,  m as  the  son  of  Henry 
'  Hotspur"  Percy  and  Elizabeth  Mortimer.  He  was  bora  on 
3  February  1393  and  was  slain  at  the  Battle  of  St.  Albans  on 
22  May  1455.  He  married  Eleanor  Neville,  daughter  of 
Ralph  Neville,  Earl  of  Westmoreland. 

Henry  Percy.  Earl  of  Northumberland,  sor.  of  Henry 
Percy*  and  Eleanor  Neville,  was  30  years  old  and  more  in 
1455.  He  was  summoned  to  Parliament,  as  Lord  Poymngs, 
cv  writs  dated  from  14  December  1446  to  26  May  1455.  He 
^as  slain  at  the  Battle  of  Towron  on  2^  March  1461.  He 
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married  Eleanor,  Baroness  Poynings,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Richard  Poynings.  She  was  24  years  old  and  more  on  10 
November  1446. 

Margaret  Percy,  the  second  daughter  of  Henry  Percy 
and  Eleanor,  Baroness  Poynings,  married  Sir  William  Gas¬ 
coigne  of  Gawrfrrrrpe,  co.  York. 

Elizabeth  Gascoigne,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Gascoigne 
and  Margaret  Percy,  married  Sir  George  Talboys,  Baron  of 
Kyme  in  the  County  of  Lincoln. 

Anne  Talboys,  daughter  of  Sir  George  Talboys  and 
Elizabeth  Gascoigne,  and  one  of  the  sisters  and  co-heirs  of 
Gilbert,  Lord  Talboys  of  Kyme,  married  Sir  Edward  Dymoke 
of  Scrivlesby  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  Knight  Bannaret  and 
Champion  of  England. 

Frances  Dymoke,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Sir  Edward 
Dymoke  and  Anne  Talboys,  married  Sir  Thomas  Windebank 
of  Hayns  Hill,  co.  Berks,  Knight  Clerk  of  His  Majesty's 
Signet. 

Mildred  Windebank,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Winde¬ 
bank  and  Frances  Dymoke,  married  Robert  Reade  of  Fac- 
combe  and  Linkenholt,  co.  Southampton. 

Col.  George  Reade,  fifth  son  of  Robert  Reade  of  Fac- 
combe  and  Linkenholt  and  Mildred  Windebank,  settled  in 
Virginia  in  1637.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  Colony  and  acting 
Governor  from  time  to  time  and  a.  Member  of  the  King’s 
Council  from  1657  to  his  death  in  1671.  He  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Martian,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Martian,  Justice  of  York 
County. 


Mildred  Reade,  daughter  of  Col.  George  Reade  and 
Elizabeth  Martian,  married  Speaker  Augustine  Warner,  who 
was  born  3  June  1642.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Llouse  of 
Burgesses,  Speaker  of  the  House  in  1675  and  1676,  and  a 
Member  of  the  Council  of  the  Colony  in  1676-77. 

Mildred  Reade,  daughter  of  Col.  George  Reade  and 
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Elizabeth  Martian  and  wife  of  Speaker  Augustine  Warner,  is 
the  ancestress  of  Sarah  Harper  and  the  Terrys  through  their 
father  James  Nathaniel  Terry,  Sarah  Harper’s  son. 

One  of  the  four  sons  of  Col.  George  Reade  and  Elizabeth 
Martian,  Francis  Reade,  who  married  Jane  Chisman,  is  the 
ancestor  of  Elizabeth  Lassiter  Sydnor,  who  married  James 
Nathaniel  Terry,  Sarah  Harper’s  son.  Thus  the  Terrys,  here 
under  consideration,  are  descended  from  Col.  George  Reade 
on  the  distaff  side  as  well  as  through  their  father. 

Mildred  Reade  and  Speaker  Augustine  Warner  had  three 
daughters;  (1)  Mildred  Warner,  who  married  Lawrence 
Washington  and  was  the  grandfather  of  George  Washington; 
(2)  Elizabert  Warner,  who  married  her  first  cousin,  Coun¬ 
cilor  John  Lewis,  and  was  the  ancestress  of  Sarah  Harper 
and  the  Terrys;  (3)  Mary  Warner,  who  married  John  Smith 
of  Purton  and  was  the  American  Ancestress  of  Her  Majesty, 
the  Queen  Mother  and  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  II. 

These  three  daughters  of  Mildred  Reade  and  Speaker 
Augustine  Warner  will  be  taken  up  in  the  following  order: 

( 1 )  Mildred,  whose  line  will  be  traced  to  George  Washington; 

(2)  Mary,  whose  line  will  be  traced  to  Her  Majesty,  the 
Queen  Mother,  and  to  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  II; 

(3)  Elizabeth  Warner,  whose  line  will  be  brought  down  to 
the  great-great  grandchildren  of  Sarah  Harper. 

Before  I  take  up  these  three  daughters  of  Speaker  Augus¬ 
tine  Warner  and  Mildred  Reade,  let  me  digress  briefly. 

In  1939  Mr.  Anthony  R.  Wagner,  at  that  time  Portcullis 
Pursuivant  in  the  College  of  Arms,  London,  England,  (Mr. 
Wagner  was  subsequently  promoted  to  the  Rank  of  Herald 
in  the  College  of  Arms,  with  the  title  of  Richmond  Herald) 
published  in  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record ,  (Vol.  LXX,  No.  3,  July  1939)  a  paper  in  which  he 
traced  the  Queen’s  (now  the  Queen  Mother)  American  Ances- 
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try  and  her  relationship  to  George  Washington  and  Robert 
E.  Lee. 

However,  a  quite  natural  error  had  crept  into  Mr. 
Wagner’s  paper,  but  which,  in  no  wise,  effected  his  tracing  of 
Her  Majesty’s  ancestry  and  her  relationship  to  Washington 
and  Lee. 

Mr.  Warner  listed  as  one  of  the  daughters  of  Speaker 
Warner,  his  sister,  Isabella  Warner,  who  married  Major  John 
Lewis.  Isabella  Warner  and  Major  John  Lewis  were  the 
parents  of  Councilor  John  Lewis,  who  married  his  first  cousin, 
Elizabeth  Warner.  When  this  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  Mr.  Wagner  he  was  very  appreciative  and  stated  that  he 
was  able  to  set  the  matter  straight  in  the  reprints  of  his  paper. 

At  the  same  time  the  error  was  brought  to  Mr.  Wagner’s 
attention,  it  was  also  brought  to  his  attention  that  my  wife, 
Elizabeth  Sydnor  (Terry)  Boland,  was  a  descendent  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  Warner  and  Councilor  John  Lewis  and  bore  exactly  the 
same  relation  to  Washington  as  Her  Majesty,  the  Queen.  Mr. 
Wagner  suggested  that  “your  wife’s  most  interesting  pedigree 
and  kinship  to  Her  Majesty”  be  recorded  in  the  College  of 
Arms.  Her  Majesty’s  line  and  Washington’s  from  Speaker 
Augustine  Warner  were  already  recorded  in  the  College. 

Following  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Wagner  a  draft  of  the 
pedigree  of  Elizabeth  Sydnor  (Terry)  Boland  was  prepared 
for  submission  to  the  College  of  Arms.  However  the  draft 
which  I  prepared  went  back  three  centuries  before  Speaker 
Augustine  Warner  and  started  with  King  Edward  III,  who 
was  born  in  1312. 

The  draft  of  the  pedigree,  with  its  supporting  data,  was 
forwarded  to  Mr.  Wagner.  In  a  letter  to  me  dated  18  August 
1939  Mr.  Wagner  stated:  “I  should  have  to  put  this  (pedi¬ 
gree)  forward  to  two  of  my  colleagues,  who  would  act  as 
independent  Examiners,  together  with  the  evidence  supporting 
it.  If  they  passed  it,  it  could  be  recorded.”  In  another  letter 
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dated  5  December  1939  Mr.  Wagner  says:  “You  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  the  entire  pedigree  has  now  been  passed  by  the 
Examiners  and  will  actually  be  entered  in  our  Records  in  the 
next  few  days.”  And  again  in  a  letter  dated  29  February  1940  : 
“Many  thanks  for  your  letter.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  your 
pedigree  has  now  been  duly  entered  in  our  Records.  I  have 
been  going  into  the  question  of  a  pedigree  book.”  The  pedi¬ 
gree  book  will  be  mentioned  later. 

One  paragraph  of  Mr.  Wagner’s  paper  in  the  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record  reads: 

Quote.  Her  Majesty  is  not  only  descended  from  several 
of  the  earliest  pioneer  settlers  in  that  Colony  (Virginia)  but 
she  is  through  this  descent  cousin  to  many  families  which  re¬ 
mained  in  America  and  played  a  prominent  part  in  later 
history.  Notably  she  is  second  cousin  six  times  removed  to 
George  Washington  (that  is  to  say,  eighth  in  direct  descent 
from  his  great  aunt),  and  fifth  cousin  four  times  removed  to 
Robert  E.  Lee.  In  case  these  relationships  may  seem  rather  dis¬ 
tant,  it  is  worth  pointing  out  that  to  Washington  at  least  few 
living  people  can  be  related  much  more  closely.  It  is  somewhat 
ironical  that  amongst  Washington’s  nearest  of  kin  now  living 
should  be  numbered  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain.  Unquote. 

Her  Majesty,  the  now  Queen  Mother,  is,  as  Mr.  Wagner 
points  out,  eighth  in  direct  descent  from  Mary  Warner,  second 
cousin  six  times  removed  to  Washington. 

Elizabeth  Sydnor  (Terry)  Boland  wTas  seventh  in  direct 
descent  from  Elizabeth  Warner,  Washington’s  great  aunt, 
second  cousin  five  times  removed  to  Washington  and  her  son 
John  N.  Boland  is  eighth  in  direct  descent  from  Elizabeth 
Warner  and  his  relationship  to  Washington  wrould  be  the  same 
as  the  Queen  Mother,  that  is  second  cousin,  six  times  removed. 

Now  we  revert  to  the  three  daughters  of  Speaker  Augustine 
Warner  and  Mildred  Reade,  taken  up  in  the  following  order: 
Mildred,  Mary  and  last  Elizabeth. 
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Mildred  Warner,  the  oldest  daughter  of  Speaker  Augus¬ 
tine  Warner  and  Mildred  Reade,  married  Lawrence  Washing¬ 
ton,  the  son  of  John  Washington  and  Ann  Pope.  Lawrence 
Washington  and  Mildred  Warner  had  three  children:  John, 
Mildred  and  Augustine. 

Augustine  Washington,  son  of  Lawrence  Washington 
and  Mildred  Warner,  was  born  in  1694  and  died  in  1743  at 
the  age  of  49.  He  married,  secondly,  Mary  Ball,  the  “Belle 
of  Lancaster.”  By  this  second  marriage  he  had  several  sons, 
amongst  whom  was  George,  and  one  daughter,  Bettie,  who 
was  the  second  wife  of  Fielding  Lewis  of  Kenmore. 

George  Washington,  Commander  of  the  Continental 
Armies  during  the  American  Revolution,  the  First  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  son  of  Augustine  Washington  and 
Mary  Ball,  was  born  11  February  1732  (Old  Style)  at  Pope’s 
Creek -and  died  at  Mount  Vernon  14  December  1799.  He 
married  Martha  Dandridge  Custis,  daughter  of  John  Dan- 
dridge  of  New  Kent.  She  was  born  in  New  Kent  County  in 
May  1732  and  married  firstly  in  June  1749  and  secondly  to 
George  Washington  at  St.  Peter’s  Church  in  New  Kent  County 
6  January  1759.  She  died  at  Mount  Vernon  22  May  1802. 
They  had  no  children. 

This  completes,  as  recorded  in  the  College  of  Arms,  Lon¬ 
don,  the  Washington  descent  from  Mildred  Warner,  sister 
of  Mary  Warner  and  Elizabeth  Warner,  to  George  Washing¬ 
ton.  Mary  Warner  will  be  considered  next. 

Mary  Warner,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Speaker  Augus¬ 
tine  Warner  and  Mildred  Reade,  and  sister  of  Mildred 
Warner  and  Elizabeth  Warner,  married  John  Smith  of  Purton, 
Gloucester  County.*He  was  Speaker  of  the  Virginia  House  of 
Burgesses  in  1657. 

Mildred  Smith,  daughter  of  John  Smith  of  Purton  and 
Mary  Warner,  was  born  20  February  1681/2  and  died  before 
1720.  She  married  Robert  Porteus  of  New  Bottle,  Gloucester 
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County  on  17  August  1700.  Robert  Porteus  was  vestryman  of 
Petsworth  Parish  in  1704  and  was  a  Member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Colony  in  1715.  In  1720,  after  the  death  of  his  wife, 
Mildred  Smith,  he  took  his  family  to  England  and  settled  at 
York,  later  removing  to  Ripon  where  he  died  8  August  175  8. 

Robert  Porteus,  son  of  Robert  Porteus  and  Mildred 
Smith,  was  born  in  1705  and  admitted  to  Peterhouse,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  in  October  1725;  he  obtained  his  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  1729  and  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  173S.  He 
was  ordained  Priest  19  December  1731;  was  Rector  of 
Cockayne  Hatley,  co.  Bedford  in  1735.  The  date  of  his  death 
is  not  known  but  he  is  mentioned  as  dead  in  the  will  of  his 
father  dated  in  1  755.  He  married  Judith  Cockayne,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Cockayne  of  Soham,  co.  Cambridge.  She  was  born 
at  Soham  7  October  1702,  married  there  13  October  1736, 
and  died  at  St.  Albans  2  October  1789. 

Mildred  Porteus,  daughter  of  Robert  Porteus  and  Judith 
Cockayne,  was  baptized  at  Cockayne  Hatley  4  October  1744 
and  was  still  living  at  St.  Albans,  14  September  1809.  She 
married  Robert  Hodgson  of  Congleton,  co.  Chester.  He  was 
baptized  at  Stamford,  co.  Lincoln,  on  28  June  1740  and  was 
still  living  on  2  July  1807. 

Robert  Hodgson,  son  of  Robert  Hodgson  and  Mildred 
Porteus,  was  admitted  to  Peterhouse  from  Macclesfield  School 
in  May  1791,  at  the  age  ol  15;  he  obtained  his  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  in  1795  and  his  Master  of  Arts  a  year  later  at  the 
age  of  20.  He  was  ordained  Priest  8  December  1794  and  was 
Rector  of  St.  George’s  in  Hanover  Square  in  1803;  chaplain 
to  his  great  uncle,  Beilby  Porteus,  Bishop  of  London;  Dean  of 
Chester  in  1815  and  of  Carlisle  in  1820.  He  was  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society.  He  died  in  Lower  Grosvenor  Street, 
Westminster  10  October  1844.  He  married  Mary  Tucker, 
fourth  daughter  of  Colonel  Martin  Tucker,  23  February  1804, 
at  St.  George’s,  Hanover  Square.  She  was  still  living  in  1844.

12  Sarah  Harper  and  Her  Desccndents — The  Terry s 


Henrietta  Mildred  Hodgson,  daughter  of  Robert 
Hodgson  and  Mary  Tucker,  married  on  18  March  1824, 
Oswald  Smith  of  Blendon  Hall,  co.  Kent,  who  was  born  7  July 
1794  and  died  18  June  1863. 

Frances  Dora  Smith,  third  daughter  of  Oswald  Smith 
and  Henrietta  Mildred  Hodgson,  died  at  Hans  Place,  London 
5  February  1922.  She  married,  28  September  1853,  at  Bess- 
ley,  co.  Kent,  Claude  Lyon-Bowes  (afterwards  Bowes-Lyon), 
Earl  of  Strathmore  and  Kinghorne  and  Baron  Glamis  in  the 
Peerage  of  Scotland.  He  was  created  Baron  Bowes  of  Streat- 
ham  Castle,  co.  Durham,  and  of  Lunedale,  co.  York,  in  the 
Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  on  1  July  1887.  He  was  born 
at  Redbourne,  co.  Hertford,  21  July  1824  and  died  16  Febru¬ 
ary  1904. 

Claude  George  Bowes-Lyon,  (note  the  change  in  name) 
Earl  of  Strathmore  and  Kinghorne,  Knight  of  the  Most  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter  and  Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Thistle, 
Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Royal  Victorian  Order,  was  the 
son  of  Claude  Lyon-Bowes  and  Frances  Dora  Smith.  He  was 
born  14  March  1855.  Lie  married  at  Petersham,  co.  Surrey, 
16  July  1881,  Nina  Cecilia  Cavendish-Bentinck,  daughter  of 
Charles  William  Cavendish-Bentinck,  Clerk  in  Holy  Orders. 
She  was  born  11  September  1862. 

Elizabeth  Angela  Marguerite,  Her  Majesty,  the 
Queen,  (now  Queen  Mother)  youngest  daughter  of  Claude 
George  Bowes-Lyon  and  Nina  Cecilia  Cavendish-Bentinck, 
was  born  14  August  1900.  She  married  at  Westminster  Abbey 
on  26  April  1923,  His  Majesty,  King  George  VI,  who  was 
born  at  York  Cottage,  Sandringham,  co.  Norfolk,  on  14 
December  1895.  He  succeeded  to  the  Throne  in  1936. 

This  completes,  as  recorded  in  the  College  of  Arms,  the 
descent  from  Mary  Warner,  sister  of  Mildred  Warner  and 
Elizabeth  Warner,  to  Her  Majesty,  the  Queen  Mother. 

Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  was  born  on  21 
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April  1926  and  on  20  November  1947,  married  Lieutenant 
Philip  Mountbatten,  Royal  Navy,  a  member  of  the  Greek 
Royal  Family.  After  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth,  His  Majes¬ 
ty,  King  G  eorge  VI  created  him  Duke  of  Edinburgh  and 
following  her  accession  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  II 
conferred  the  Rank  of  Prince  upon  him.  Pier  Majesty,  Queen 
Elizabeth  II,  following  the  death  of  her  father,  His  Majesty, 
King  George  VI,  on  6  February  1952,  acceded  and,  on  2  June 
1953,  was  Crowned  as  Elizabeth  II. 

It  now  remains  to  trace  the  descent  from  Elizabeth  Warner, 
daughter  of  Speaker  Augustine  Warner  and  Mildred  Reade, 
and  sister  of  Mildred  Warner  and  Mary  Warner,  through 
Sarah  Harper  and  to  her  (Sarah  Harper)  descendents,  the 
Terrys,  specifically  to  her  (Sarah  Harper)  oldest  grandchild, 
Elizabeth  Sydnor  (Terry)  Boland  and  her  oldest  great  grand¬ 
child,  Captain  John  Nathaniel  Boland,  United  States  Navy, 
Retired. 

Elizabeth  Warner,  second  -daughter  of  Speaker  Augus¬ 
tine  Warner  and  Mildred  Reade,  and  sister  of  Mildred 
Warner  and  Mary  Warner,  was  born  at  Chesake,  Gloucester 
County,  Virginia,  24  November  1672  and  died  at  Warner 
Hall,  Gloucester  County,  5  February  1729/30.  She  was  buried 
at  Warner  Hall.  I  have  seen  her  grave  and  read  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  her  gravestone.  She  married,  in  1692,  her  first  cousin, 
Councilor  John  Lewis,  son  of  Major  John  Lewis  and  Isabella 
Warner,  a  sister  of  Speaker  Augustine  Warner.  Major  John 
Lewis  was  the  son  of  General  Robert  Lewis,  The  Emigrant, 
who  was  a  native  of  Brecon,  Wales.  With  his  wife,  Elizabeth, 
General  Robert  Lewis,  sailed  from  Gravesend,  England,  in 
April  1635  for  Virginia.  Major  John  Lewis,  his  son,  was 
born  in  Virginia  about  1640  and  married  Isabella  Warner  and 
built  Warner  Hall,  which  he  named  in  honor  of  his  wife. 
Councilor  John  Lewis  was  born  at  Warner  Hall  30  November 
1669.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Colony,  hence 
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the  title  “Councilor”  to  distinguish  him  from  his  father,  Major 
John  Lewis.  Councilor  John  Lewis  died  at  Warner  Hall  14 
November  1725  and  was  buried  there.  I  have  seen  his  grave- 
also  at  Warner  Hall. 

Robert  Lewis  of  Belvoir,  the  youngest  son  of  Councilor 
John  Lewis  and  Elizabeth  Warner,  and  first  in  descent  from 
Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  at  Warner  Llall  in  1704  (he  was 
baptized  4  May  1704)  and  died  in  1765.  In  1725  he  married 
Jane  Meriwether,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Meriwether  and 
Elizabeth  Crawford.  With  his  family  he  pushed  westward 
and  established  his  home  at  “Belvoir”  in  that  part  of  Louisa 
County  which  was  later  transferred  to  Albemarle  County. 
According  to  Bishop  Meade  his  name  was  on  the  vestry  book 
of  Fredericksville  Parish,  Albemarle  County,  in  1742. 

William  Lewis,  one  of  the  eleven  children  of  Robert 
Lewis  of  Belvoir  and  Jane  Meriwether,  and  second  in  descent 
from  Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  about  1735;  he  was  an 
officer  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  and  took  part  in  the  siege 
of  Yorktown;  following  the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis  at 
Yorktown,  William  Lewis  went  to  visit  his  family,  at  Locust 
Hill  in  Albemarle  County  just  west  of  Charlottesville  and 
while  en  route  to  rejoin  the  army  he  was  taken  ill  at  “Clover- 
fields,”  the  old  Meriwether  home  in  Albemarle  County,  died 
on  17  November  1781,  and  was  buried  at  Cloverfields.  He 
married  Lucy  Meriwether,  sixth  daughter  of  Thomas  Meri¬ 
wether  and  Elizabeth  Thornton  and  granddaughter  of  Colonel 
Francis  Thornton  of  “Snow  Creek”  and  Mary  Taliaferro. 
Lucy  Meriwether  was  born  4  February  1752  and  died  8 
September  1837  in  her  eighty-sixth  year.  William  Lewis  and 
Lucy  Meriwether  had  three  children:  Meriwether,  Reuben 
and  Jane  Meriwether. 

Meriwether  Lewis  led  the  Lewis-Clarke  Expedition  to  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  1804  to  1806,  under  Commission  from 
President  Thomas  Jefferson.  He  never  married. 
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Reuben  Lewis  married  his  cousin,  Mildred  Dabney. 

Jane  Meriwether  Lewis,  the  only  daughter  of  William 
Lewis  and  Lucy  Meriwether,  and  third  in  descent  from  Eliza¬ 
beth  Warner,  was  born  31  March  1770  at  Locust  Hill  and 
died  there  15  March  1845.  She  married  at  Locust  Hill,  in 
1785,  Edmund  Anderson,  who  was  born  in  Llanover  County, 
Virginia,  on  Good  Friday,  1  April  1763;  he  died  at  Locust 
Hill,  19  April  1810.  They  had  nine  children. 

Sarah  Thornton  Anderson,  one  of  the  nine  children  of 
Edmund  Anderson  and  Jane  Meriwether  Lewis,  and  fourth  in 
descent  from  Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  at  Locust  Hill  22 
June  1807  and  died  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia  20 
September  1857.  She  married  at  Locust  Hill,  on  8  December 
1823,  Gabriel  Smithers  Harper,  who  was  born  in  Culpeper 
County  on  13  March  1804  and  died  in  January  1872. 

Sarah  Harper,  daughter  of  Gabriel  Smithers  Harper  and 
Sarah  Thornton  Anderson  and  fifth  in  descent  from  Elizabeth 
Warner,  was  born  in  Prince  Edward  County  on  5  September 
1832  and  died  there  on  23  May  1856.  She  married  Dr. 
Nathaniel  James  Terry,  who  was  born  in  Pittsylvania  County, 
Virginia  on  10  August  1824  and  died  in  Prince  Edward 
County  on  12  April  1897.  Sarah  Harper  and  Dr.  Terry  had 
only  one  child,  a  son,  James  Nathaniel  Terry. 

Sarah  Harper  is  the  subject  and  starting  point  of  this 
family  history.  She  had,  as  before  stated,  only  one  child,  a 
son,  James  Nathaniel  Terry,  therefore  it  will  be  a  compara¬ 
tively  simple  matter  to  trace  her  descendents. 

James  Nathaniel  Terry,  the  only  child  of  Sarah  Harper 
and  Dr.  Nathaniel  James  Terry  and  sixth  in  descent  from 
Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  in  Prince  Edward  County  on  24 
February  1854  and  died  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  24  March 
1919.  He  was  buried  in  Grace  Episcopal  Church  -Cemetery, 
Halifax  County,  Virginia.  He  married  on  5  April  1882  at 
“Old  Comfort,”  Halifax  County,  Elizabeth  Lassiter  Sydnor, 
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daughter  of  Giles  Sydnor  and  Rebecca  Pleasant  Royster.  She 
was  born  at  Old  Comfort  on  12  November  1859  and  died  at 
Charlottesville,  Virginia  on  18  June  1936.  She  was  buried  in 
Grace  Episcopal  Church  Cemetery,  Halifax  County. 

James  Nathaniel  Terry  first  established  himself  in  Pittsyl¬ 
vania  County  but  subsequently  purchased  an  estate  in  Mali  tax 
County,  named  it  “Meriwether”  in  honor  of  his  Meriwether 
forebears  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  there.  This 
estate  “Meriwether”  is  now  owned  by  Dr.  Giles  Sydnor  Terry 
of  Scarsdale,  New  York,  son  of  James  Nathaniel  Terry  and 
is  a  stock  farm  for  the  breeding  of  thorobred  hunters. 

James  Nathaniel  Terry  and  Elizabeth  Lassister  Sydnor  had 
six  children,  five  daughters  and  one  son.  These  will  be  taken 
up  in  order,  together  with  their  children  and  grandchildren. 

(1)  Elizabeth  Sydnor  Terry,  the  oldest  child  of  James 
Nathaniel  Terry  and  Elizabeth  Lassiter  Sydnor,  the  oldest 
grandchild  of  Sarah  Harper  and  Dr.  Nathaniel  James  Terry 
and  seventh  in  descent  from  Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  in 
Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia,  on  2  February  1883.  She  mar¬ 
ried,  at  the  United  States  Naval  Hospital,  Portsmouth,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  on  11  September  1907,  Assistant  Surgeon  Micajah 
Boland,  United  States  Navy.  Note.  The  wedding  was  origi¬ 
nally  set  for  IS  September  but  early  in  the  month  Surgeon 
Boland  became  seriously  ill  with  typhoid  fever;  Mrs.  Terry 
and  Elizabeth  Sydnor  came  to  Portsmouth  to  see  him  and  he 
insisted  on  an  immediate  marriage;  the  other  doctors  at  the 
hospital  strongly  urged  that  his  wishes  be  complied  with  other¬ 
wise  it  might  have  a  harmful  effect  on  the  progress  of  his 
condition. 

She  (Elizabeth  Sydnor  Terry  Boland)  died  at  the  United 
States  Naval  Hospital,  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  on  19  May  1952 
and  was  buried  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery.  She  was  a 
graduate  of  Rawlings  Institute,  Charlottesville,  Virginia  and 
a  member  of:  The  Princess  Anne  Garden  Club;  The  Old 
Dominion  Horticultural  Society;  The  Poetry  Society  of  Vir- 
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ginia;  1  he  Kenmore  Association;  The  Nicholas  Martian 
Memorial  Association;  The  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution;  and  The  Virginia  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  of 
America. 

Micajah  Boland  was  born  in  Campbell  County,  Virginia, 
on  24  December  1877,  was  educated  at  New  London  Academy 
and  the  University  of  Virginia,  from  the  latter  of  which  he 
received  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  of  Arts  and 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  entered  the  Medical  Corps  of  the 
United  States  Navy  in  1907  and  retired  on  1  July  1937  after 
thirty  years’  service;  was  recalled  to  active  duty  in  September 
1939  and  remained  on  active  duty  until  November  1945,  with 
a  total  of  more  than  thirty-six  years  active  duty  in  the  Navy. 
Elizabeth  Sydnor  Terry  and  Micajah  Boland  had  only  one 
child,  a  son,  John  Nathaniel  Boland. 

John  Nathaniel  Boland,  son  of  Elizabeth  Sydnor  Terry 
and  Micajah  Boland,  and  eighth  in  descent  from  Elizabeth 
Warner,  was  born  at  San  Diego,  California  on  6  July  1913. 
He  was  educated  at  the  Danville  (Virginia)  Military  Institute 
and  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  graduating  from  the 
latter  in  1936  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  was 
immediately  commissioned  Ensign,  United  States  Navy.  He 
served  continuously  in  the.  Navy  until  his  retirement  on  1  May 
1949,  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  for  incapacity  resulting  from 
an  incident  of  the  service.  During  World  War  II  he  served 
first  as  Antiaircraft  Officer  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Salt  Lake  City  and 
was  awarded  a  Bronze  Star  medal,  with  Combat  V,  with  the 
following : 

Citation 

For  heroic  service  as  After  Five-Inch  Group  Control 
Officer  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Salt  Lake  City  during  action  of  a 
United  States  Naval  Task  Force  against  a  numerically 
superior  Japanese  surface  force  in  the  Battle  of  Cape 
Esperence,  Guadalcanal,  Soloman  Islands,  on  the  night 
of  October  11-12,  1942.  Cool  and  courageous  under 
fire,  Commander  Boland  rendered  invaluable  service  in 
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causing  bis  group  to  provide  fire  as  called  for  and,  by  his 
appraisal  and  identification  of  units  in  the  sector  for 
which  he  was  responsible,  was  instrumental  in  inflicting 
damage  on  vital  Japanese  targets  while  at  the  same  time 
preventing  his  ship  from  firing  on  friendly  vessels  dur¬ 
ing  the  height  of  the  furious  action.  His  aggressive 
fighting  spirit  and  his  gallant  conduct  throughout  this 
perilous  night  action  reflect  the  highest  credit  on  Com¬ 
mander  Boland  and  the  United  States  Naval  Service. 

Commander  Boland  is  authorized  to  wear  the  Com¬ 
bat  V.

In  the  summer  of  1944  Commander  Boland  was  transferred 
to  the  U.  S.  S.  Bon  Homme  Richard ,  then  fitting  out  at  the 
Brooklyn  (X.  Y.)  Navy  Yard,  as  Gunnery  Officer.  After 
fitting  out,  completing  her  trial  and  shakedown  cruises,  the 
Bon  Homme  Richard  went  to  the  Southwest  Pacific  for  the 
remainder  of  the  war.  After  the  surrender  of  the  Japanese, 
Commander  Boland  was  detached  as  Gunnery  Officer  of  the 
Bon  Homme  Richard  and  ordered  to  duty  in  the  Bureau  of 
Ordnance,  Navy  Department,  Washington,  where  he  was  as¬ 
signed  to  the  Electronics  Section.  He  continued  in  this  assign¬ 
ment  until  his  transfer  to  the  NTaval  Hospital  in  Bethesda, 
Maryland,  in  January  1948,  where  he  remained  as  a  patient 
until  his  retirement  on  1  May  1949.  Since  1953  he  has  been 
Manager  of  the  Washington  Branch  of  the  Raytheon  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company  of  Massachusetts,  which  manufactures 
electronic  equipment  for  the  Armed  Forces.  Raytheon's 
motto :  Excellence  in  ElectroJiics. 

On  4  June  1938  at  Christ  Church  in  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
John  Nathaniel  Boland  married  Amanda  Bogardus  Werth, 
daughter  of  James  Robert  Werth  and  Pauline  Bogardus.  She 
was  born  in  Schenectady,  New  York,  on  30  June  1914.  She  is 
a  direct  descendent  of  Dominie  Everardus  Bogardus  who  was 
the  first  Dutch  Reform  Minister  of  New  Amsterdam  (New 
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York)  in  1634.  She  is  also  a  great  granddaughter  of  Com¬ 
modore  Matthew  Fontaine  Maury,  “The  Pathfinder  of  the 
SeasT  John  Nathaniel  Boland  and  Amanda  Bogardus  Werth 
have  no  children. 

Following  the  close  of  the  War  of  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion,  George  Washington  worshipped  regularly  at  Christ 
Church,  Alexandria,  where  he  owned  Pew  No.  5  for  which  he 
paid  36  pounds,  10  shillings.  Prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War 
he  had  worshiped  at  Pohick  Church.  Mount  Vernon  is  just 
about  half  way  between  the  two  churches. 

This  brings  to  an  end,  as  recorded  in  the  College  of  Arms , 
the  descent  from  Elizabeth  Warner  to  Sarah  Harper’s  oldest 
grandchild,  Elizabeth  Sydnor  (Terry)  Boland  and  her  (Sarah 
Harper)  oldest  great  grandchild,  John  Nathaniel  Boland. 

Thus  we  have  started  with  King  Edward  III  and  come 
down  to  the  three  daughters  of  Speaker  Augustine  Warner 
and  Mildred  Reade  and  from  there:  (1)  Mildred  Warner  to 
George  Washington;  (2)  Mary  Warner  to  Her  Majesty,  The 
Queen  Mother;  and  (3)  Elizabeth  Warner  to  Elizabeth  Syd¬ 
nor  (Terry)  Boland  and  her  son,  John  Nathaniel  Boland,  all 
of  which  is  recorded  in  the  College  of  Arms ,  London. 

There  is  in  my  possession  a  copy  of  this  entire  pedigree,  in 
book  form,  as  mentioned  by  Mr.  Wagner  in  his  letter  of  29 
February  1940,  bound  in  bukrum,  lettered  Pedigree  and  Royal 
Descent  of  Boland,  beautifully  hand  copied  in  script  on  vellum, 
with  paintings  of  the  Arms  and  where  appropriate,  the  shield 
surrounded  by  a  painting  of  the  Garter. 

It  might  be  well  at  this  point  to  say  that  “Old  Comfort,” 
the  Sydnor  family  home  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  some  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago.  All  the  Sydnor 
children  had  scattered  to  homes  of  their  own  throughout  the 
South  and  East  and  “Old  Comfort”  was  never  rebuilt.  When 
my  wife  and  myself  established  ourselves,  in  1939,  on  Link- 
horn  Bay,  in  Princess  Anne  County,  Virginia,  we  called  our 
home  Old  Comfort  II,  but  gradually  dropped  the  “II”  and  it 
is  now  simply  Old  Comfort.  Our  Old  Comfort  has  an  interest- 
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ing  history  itself.  It  was  built  on  the  original  Woodhouse 
Grant  of  1637  by  Henry  Robert  Woodhouse,  a  descendent  of 
the  original  Woodhouse  grantee,  well  before  the  Civil  War. 
General  Robert  E.  Lee  was  a  friend  of  Henry  Robert  Wood- 
house  and  after  the  Civil  War  visited  him  at  what  is  now 
Old  Comfort.* 

There  will  now  be  taken  up  the  other  five  children  of  James 
Nathaniel  Terry  and  Elizabeth  Lassiter  Sydnor,  together  with 
their  children  and  grandchildren. 

(2)  Sarah  Rebecca  Terry,  second  child  of  James  Nathaniel 
Terry  and  Elizabeth  Lassiter  Sydnor  and  seventh  in  de¬ 
scent  from  Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  in  Pittsylvania 
County,  Virginia  on  3  October  1885.  She  was  educated 
at  Rawlings  Institute  and  the  University  of  Virginia  from 
the  latter  of  which  she  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Education.  She  married  at  Grace  Episcopal 
Church,  on  1 1  June  1913,  Oliver  Crump  Coleman,  who 
was  born  at  “Springfield,”  the  Coleman  home  in  Halifax 
County,  Virginia,  on  16  March  1880  and  died  at  Spring- 
field  on  15  July  1929.  He  was  buried  in  Grace  Episcopal 
Church  Cemetery.  They  had  two  children. 

(a)  Nathaniel  Terry  Coleman,  eighth  in  descent  from 
Elizabeth  Warner,  was  born  at  Springfield  on  24 
November  1919  and  was  educated  at  Knox  College, 
Galesburg,  Illinois.  He  served  throughout  World 
War  II  in  the  United  States  Navy  in  the  ranks  of 
Ensign  to  Lieutenant  Commander  in  the  Southwest 
Pacific  and  was  released  to  an  inactive  status  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Reserve  on  15  December  1945. 
He  was  awarded  the  Silver  Star  Medal  with  the 
following : 

Citation 

For  gallantry  in  action  and  heroic  devotion  to  duty 
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as  Turret  Officer  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  during  the  battle  against  Japanese  naval 
forces  in  the  Solomon  Islands  Area  on  November 
12  and  13,  1942.  Although  his  turret  was  hit  re¬ 
peatedly  by  enemy  shellfire  and  the  lower  stations 
flooded,  Lieutenant  Coleman  kept  his  guns  in 
action  until  all  ammunition  had  been  expended. 

His  fine  courage  and  utter  disregard  for  his  own 
personal  safety  were  in  keeping  with  the  highest 
traditions  of  the  United  States  Naval  Service.

He  was 
educated  at  Washington  and  Lee  University  and  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  and  served  as  Resident  Phy¬ 
sician  at  the  American  Hospital  in  Paris,  France  from 
1928  to  1932.  While  so  serving  he  was  decorated,  in 
1929,  by  King  Alexander  I  of  Jugoslavia  with  the  Rank 
of  Commander  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Saint  Sava.  Dr. 
Terry  resigned  his  position  with  the  American  Hospital 
in  1932,  returned  to  the  United  States  and  established 
himself  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Scarsdale, 
Westchester  County,  New  York,  where,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  duty  in  the  United  States  Navy  during  World 
War  II  from  1942  to  1945,  he  has  practiced  continuously.

Following  a  bomb  hit  on  the  Naval  Base  Hospital, 
Lieutenant  Commander  Terry  organized  and  led  a 
rescue  squad,  disregarding  all  personal  safety,  in 
order  to  rescue  the  wounded  and  administer  medical 
aid.  While  operating  the  only  remaining  Sick  Bay  on 
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the  Naval  Base,  that  of  the  106th  Naval  Construc¬ 
tion  Battalion,  he  performed  a  vital  and  difficult 
operation  under  extremely  adverse  conditions  on  a 
Chief  Pharmacist’s  Mate’s  hip. 

Although  Lieutenant  Commander  Terry  had  been 
seriously  injured  in  both  legs  by  the  same  explosion, 
he  refused  any  attention  until  he  had  successfully 
completed  the  amputation,  administered  blood  trans¬ 
fusions,  and  saved  the/man’s  life.  His  courage,  pro¬ 
fessional  excellence,  and  devotion  to  duty  were  an 
inspiration  to  all  with  whom  he  served,  and  were  in 
keeping  with  the  highest  traditions  of  the  United 
States  Naval  Service.

Commander  Terry  also  received  a  Purple  Heart  Medal 
for  the  wounds  suffered  in  the  actions  described  in  the 
above  quoted  Citation.  After  release  from  active  duty 
late  in  1945  Dr.  Terry  resumed  his  practice  in  Scarsdale.

Lie  performed  his  obligated  military 
service  during  1953  to  1955  in  Japan  and  Korea  and 
is  now  a  student  in  the  School  of  Architecture  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley. 

(b)  Elizabeth  Nina  Terry,  eighth  in  descent  from  Eliza¬ 
beth  Warner,  was  born  at  Bronxville,  New  York  on 
15  October  1937.  She  is  presently  a  student  at  Hollins 
College  in  Virginia  in  her  junior  year.  She  spent  the 
last  half  of  her  sophomore  year  and  the  first  half  of 
her  junior  year  at  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris,  France.  The 
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summer  vacation,  summer  of  1957,  was  spent  in  tour¬ 
ing  the  British  Isles  and  the  countries  of  western 
Europe. 

Dr.  Terry  now  owns  Meriwether,  the  Terry  family  estate 
in  Halifax  County,  Virginia,  where  he  is  breeding  thorough¬ 
bred  hunters. 

This  brings  to  an  end  a  very  brief  history  of  the  Royal 
Ancestry  of  Sarah  Harper  and  her  descendents,  the  Terrys, 
and  the  Terry  descendents.  Sarah  Harper  had  one  child, 
James  Nathaniel  Terry,  six  grandchildren,  twelve  great  grand¬ 
children  and  eleven  great  great  grandchildren. 

The  information  recorded  in  this  history  is  not  as  complete 
as  one  could  wish  but  there  has  been  set  down  every  item  of 
interest  available,  and  it  is  my  hope  that  all  concerned  will 
view  it  with  a  kindly  eye  and  a  charitable  feeling.
